MARION, Ohio -- When a 
Marion County Common Pleas 
Court jury (all white) convicted 
Michael V. Cosey (Black) last 
week of voluntary manslaugh- 
ter in the Aug. 22 slaying of 
Gary Lee Primmer, white, the 
local branch of the NAACP and 
some Black leaders here raised 
eyebrows against what they 
call “unfair trial.” 

Still upset, the NAACP, rela- 
tives of the accused, supported 
by some Black community 
leaders, are asking the Ohio 
Department of Human Servi- 
ces to “thoroughly investigate” 
the work. performance of 
Primmer, and monitor individ- 
uals who assume the position 
formerly held by him. 

The jury of four white women 
and eight white men handed 


down the guilty verdict after 
deliberating for about two 
hours on Oct. 9. © 

Cosey, who had been 
charged with murder of 
Primmer, was found guilty of a 
lesser charge.

Today, the school reform 
movement is on a roll; its fashion- 
able. But too much of it is off-base. 
Out of the dozens of school reform 
reports only a handful call for 
minority and community-based 
involvement. 

Many reformers think that if you 
tinker with a few requirements 
you've reformed the schools. You 
haven't. All you’ve done is ensure 
that minority kids will be pushed 
out faster 

And waiting in the wings are 
those who would destroy public 
education with a voucher system 
that would drain support and 
talent away from the public 
schools. 

So we are now at a crossroads 
that will determine the shape of 
American education and the survi- 
val prospects for minority 
children. 


That's why the Urban League , 


movement will launch an Educa- 
tion Initiative this month--a 
movement-wide, planned, tar- 
geted effort with goals and time- 
tables to improve Black educa- 
tional performance. 


The aim is to make the schools

work for the children of the poor as 
they now work for the children of 
the affluent. 

The Education Initiative will be 
national in scope, as Urban 
League affiliates frame programs 
based on models adaptable to 
local conditions. Some will modify 
current programs to develop 
greater accountability. Others will 
start from the ground up. 


But all-will be based on two firm 
pillars--advocacy and services. 

Advocacy will concentrate on 
making the schools responsive to 
the needs of Black children. 
Through community organization 
and effective coalition-building, 
support can be marshalled to 
ensure quality educational expe- 
riences for minorities at risk. 


Direct services will be targeted 
to students and their families-- 
tutoring in math and science, 
counseling, dropout prevention-- 
whatever model affiliates deter- 
mine is best for their communities. 

Those services will be targeted 
and measured so that over a five- 
year period there will be signifi- 
cant results. This is an accounta- 
ble effort with defined goals and 
objectives that impact on the atti- 


tudes, performance and aspira- 
tions of our kids. 

Weare trying to prevent another 
lost generation of Black youth and 
we urge the public to work with 
local leadership on behalf of this 
Education Initiative. 

Public support is crucial to the 
success of efforts to build a quality 
educational system for all. Every- 
one has a major stake in enabling 
our young people to make it in this 
changing economy. 

And everyone needs to become 
involved in making the schools 
responsive to the needs and aspi- 
rations of al! of our young people. 

The business community espe- 
cially has spearheaded education 
reform and has made some pro- 
gress. But it must concentrate its 
efforts on increasing minority 
achievement, for true. reform can't 
leave behind those mo8t at risk. 

We Americans need to become 
more aware of the importance of 
investing in our young people. 
They are the future--and unless we 
can give them astate in our society 
they'll have no future and neither 
will we.

The Celeste campaign is 
clearly riding a wave that 
began to crest about six 
weeks ago, with the deci- 
sion by Dennis Kucinich to 
abort his stillborn inde- 
pendent campaign for gov- 
ernor. The polls showed 
Celeste jumping from 48 
percent support to 57 per- 
cent support, rising to 58 
percent in the most recent 
poll of the Columbus 
Dispatch. 


What probably has the 
Rhodes camp most wor- 
ried, however, is the con- 
tinued support in the 42-43 
percent range for their 
candidate. If the polls are 
accurate -- and the stability 
of the Rhodes support 
seems to indicate consis- 
tency, if not accuracy -- 
then Rhodes has been 
unable to gain any ground 
on Celeste ever. since the 
polling began. It would 
seem that his base of sup- 
port is stable, and is not 


growing -- despite his 
efforts to tar Geleste with 
the tag of “most corrupt 
administration in Ohio 
history.” 


The Rhodes camp has 
found that such a negative 
campaign is apparently not 
working, and has moved to 
a series of more positive * 
advertisements extolling 
the Rhodes history. But it 
seems -- at least at this 
stage of the game -- that 
voters are not biting: they 
seem to believe that 16 
years of Jim Rhodes is 
already enough. 


. However, Celeste also 
knows that many a candi- 
date has won the support of 
the folks who stayed at 
home; but the poll workers 
only count the votes of 
those who pull the lever. It 
is for this reason he is decry- 
ing as “cynical” the

Hattie Sherman cuddles a 
two-year-old boy in her arms. 
He had never been away from 
home and his mother before. 
And, although the atmosphere 
at Columbus Child Care center 
at 91 N. 17th St. is warm, child 
oriented, and friendly, the 
toddler is very unhappy. 

But Hattie, agrandmother 13 
times over, has a way with 
children and in minutes the 
boy settles down and clings to 
his “foster grandmother.” Hat- 
tie’s bright smile and sparkling 
brown eyes are the tonic the 
two-year-old needs to get used 
to the place where he will 
spend ten hours a day for five 
days out of the week. His 
mother has been forced by 
economic conditions to go to 
work sooner than planned. 

This is a familier scenario for 
today’s young families -- either 
both parents must work or the 
single parent must work to 
“make,ends meet.” 

What is,not so familiar about 
this scehario is the blending of 
the Foster Grandparent Pro- 
gram with a private enterprise 
day care center. 

“We give them tender loving 
care (TLC), and it helps in two 
ways. It helps the child and it

helps the Foster Grandparent,” 
says Hattie Sherman, a 12-year 
veteran volunteer of the pro- 
gram. Sherman says it “keeps 
you young to be involved and 
needed.”’ The 81-year-old 
mother, grandmother, and 
great grand mother, began at 
the Columbus Child Care Cen- 
ter as a foster grandparent in 
February of 1985 and finally 
decided to retire from the 
volunteer work in April of this 
year. 

The Columbus Child Care 
Company is owned by Charles 


and Ruby Wallace. They oper- 
ate a full service facility of 
8,000 square feet on one half 
acre of land minutes from 
downtown Columbus. 

The Center includes ‘class 
rooms with nap facilities, pro- 
fessional food preparation and 
storage areas, dining areas, a 
fenced-in playgroundand 
other amenities. The addition 
of 4,000 square feet of new 
space under roof in 1985 raised 
the legal capacity of the Center 
of 172 children! 

“The idea of implanting the 
Foster Grandparent program 
in Columbus Child Care Cen- 
ter was Hattie Sherman's and 
we love it,” says Charles Wal- 
lace. According to Wallace, 
the program delivers an extra 
element of individual attention. 
Wallace presently has five Fos- 
ter Grandparents engaged at 
the Center. Caring parents 
says Wallace, want more than 
daycare babysitting for their 
nre-school aged children. 

“They want early childhood 
developmental services that 
prepare children for the cogni- 
tive, motor, and social 
requirements of public and pri- 
vate schooling,” he contends.

Pieces of adream jams; 
Baker has an off night

Pieces of a Dream, the Phila- 
delphia jazz-pop trio, gave an 
outstanding performance at 
the Ohio Theatre. The group 
was cookin’ with its first 
number, “All About Love.” 
Only 10 minutes into the show 
the audience's hands were 
clapping to the uptempo jazzie 
“Outside In.” The young musi- 
cians mellowed the pace, at 
just the right time, with “Sun- 
shine.” Next, they played their 
first big hit, “454.” And when 
the talented performers deli- 
vered their laid back version of 
Wham’s ‘Careless Whisper”, 
they received a standing ova- 
tion. The electrified audience 
sang along with the group on 
their popular “Say La La.” The 
house demanded an encore, 
and was simply devastated 
with the funky “Joyride.” Pie- 
ces of a Dream delivered a very 
satisfying performance. 

Unfortunately, the same can 
not be said about the show's 
headliner Anita Baker. For 
sure, she has a voice extraor- 
dinaire and demonstrated an 
incredible range and control. 
Her first number, ‘White 
Satin’, received a standing 
ovation. The audience was 
driven to near frenzy several 
times during the concert. While 
singing “Can't You Feel The 
Need In Me,” she swayed with 


the music; her creative move- 


ments showed grace and agil- 
ity. But in spite of all this, | think 
there were many in the 
audience who were not satis- 
fied. After the encore, as the 
house lights were turned up, 
people looked at each other — 
and asked, “is that all,” even 
though she had sung for an 
hour. Her performance didn't 
move me at all. 

There were definitely prob- 
lems on stage. On at least two 
occasions she left the stage, 
with no explanation; | think she 
went to confer with the sound 
technicians. She had to signal 
the background vocalists to 
sing louder. She looked at her 
watch at least orice. And then, 
there was the heckler. Miss 
Baker had to stop the show to 
shut him up, but it was done so 
innocently, that he was not 
embarrassed and a potentially 
ugly situation was avoided. 
Doing a scat version of “I'm 
Missing You Baby” as an 
encore didn’t help things 
either, because it didn’t match 
the mood she had. worked so 
hard all night to establish. 

| think because there were 
distractions, Miss Baker did 
not become one with her 
music, and therefore did not 
communicate any emotion or 
feeling. If an opportunity 
arises, | will go see her again. It 
seems that Wednesday's show 
was probably just an off night.
